Later, after the world war had begun to shake th3 
foundations of civilization, he sought to form an association of 
American republics which would prevent not only outside aggres­ 
sion but would be a promise among themselves that no infringe­ 
ment would ever be made upon the territorial integrity of one 
another. The purpose of this was twofold: 
It was an assurance 
to our less powerful neighbors that they need fear us no longer 
and that we wished them to share with us the keeping of the 
Monroe Doctrine. It was also an indication of our desire that our 
guardianship should be succeeded by a general partnership, the 
basis of which was to be mutual protection and a guarantee of 
peace on this hemisphere. 
Few of our people appreciate the possibilities of South and 
Central American development. We think of the republics which 
make up that great continent somewhat as we do of European 
states having populations of like proportions, without realizing 
their wide-flung boundaries and that they will 
some 
day 
be 
Drooled ae Europe and Asia are today. 
We forget that Brazil 
alone could encompass the United States and havejnany square 
miles left over. 
We have the same misconception of their soil 
and climate, and while we know the Amazon to be the largest 
river in the world, we do not envisage it as being navigable for a 
distance almost as great as San Francisco is from New \ ork. 
Brazil seems to us remote, but as a matter of fact it reaches out 
into the Atlantic 2500 miles east of New York and is almost as 
close to Europe as we are. 
Formerly, in order to reach the South American ports ex­ 
peditiously, it w’as necessary to go to Europe and take ship f rom 
there. The war and the taking over of the German merchantmen 
have changed this. 
We can now voyage comfortably both to the 
"east and west coasts in our own bottoms. The war did more than 
this to link us together. 
It brought about a close working agree­ 
ment between the United States and nearly every South and 
Central American state of importance, regardless of whether they 
were in or out of the struggle. 
With Argentine.it was the 
stabilization of exchange. With Chile it was not only a working 
agreement for the stabilization ol exchange, but also there was 
an agreement concerning the almost vital question of nitrates. 
With Peru and Uruguay it was the German ships interned there 
and with Brazil it was everything. She proved herself a valuable 
ally and a warm friend. 
If we continue us heretofore, the same snirit of justice and 
conciliation, there will be a solidarity of interests and go 
ing that will soon become unshakable.
